Drug habits, alçoholism and. 
other acls of delinquency in juve- 
niles are not neccsarily o part of 
the human constitution. Dr. "Vic- 
tor Chase, of the Mental Hygiene 
Institute, told the McGiU Psycho- 
logy Club yesterday. 

But^ he added. Juveniles' with 
any form of brain -damage may 
have a lower "frustration toler- 
ance," which could lead to overt 
anti-social behavior. ' 

ée said it is unscientific to as- 
sume that dclintiuent behavior, is 
passed from generation to gcricr- 
ation; at the same tI.mo it is pos- 



sible that the child will emulate 
and take on standards set by par- 
jcnts. 

Dr. Chase. said that In those 
cases where parental Influence is 
the main factor in producing del- 
inquency, the child can often be 
salvaged when placed with an- 
other family willing to give "the 
mnch-heeded affection and nnder- 
standinp." 

. Slum conditions and cultural 
backgrounds wore cited as deter- 
mining factors in anti-social be- 
havior.

NO TIME FOR NEUROSES 

Statistics, backed by reliable rumours, iridicote that the general 
mentol health iof the McGill student is good. This is a storlling, if 
heartening, discovery! Most rpental illnesses are caused by. conflict, 
'and with this in mind, it might be expected that any college would 
become a hotbed of neuroses. The high school student, catapulted 
onto the campus of McGill must find many sources of conflict. As 
a frosti, he has to find his feet in a multj-layered, multi-national 
society, and, conscious of his shortcomings, usually manages to ac- 
cumulate a magnificent inferiority complex. In RVC this inferior 
status in underlined by the practise of having> frosh as hand-mdidens 
to serve coffèe/to' the sèniors after supper. 

' Other, more gently nurtured souls coming to college with strong 
inoral feelings are .variously alarmed or elated in their attempts to 
discovier the validity of some of Doctor Kinsey's statistics. Here again 
is source of conflict. 

The reason wiiy most. of McGill students remain healthy in the 
rriental sphere is problematic. 'It miy be thot most work so hard. that 
' they just hove not time to acquire grounds for conflict. This is un- 
likely. The full athletic and social life thot McGill offers could be 
. considered as on 'antidote to idleness and^a source of mental, phy- 
'sical and spiritual stimulation thot would eliminate any incipient 
■neurosis. One of the main reosons is that, at McGill, the student 
•belongs IQ a community that is self contained,;ond protected, and 
gives him a respite be'fore he is hurled into the world and on to the 
■primrose path of; a career that will lead to a steady job, on ossured 
income, security, ulcers, at^d all the other hollrriprks of .the successful 
groduote. Or psrhaps the reol reoson is<tKQt/;under the Student 
'Health Scheme, at present,' there is no provision" for psychiotric treat-

While down sottth^ the bonder in Lake Placid last week we wit- 
nessed quite an iropresaivo ceremony as tW local boy'Bcouts formed 
a cok)r guard vrith. the flags of bot* iJaiiiida imd the United States at 
centre Ice, For the playing of the Anthems, the lights vvoro dimmed 
and spotlights shonei on the baiinera. Then the entire Anthem, 'both 
Canadian and' American, was played oh a roodrd that had no èrtra 
sound effects, as does the one used in a certain aroi^ in Montreal. 
When the J>oy scouts are not in atteitdaSice, the playeia face the flags 
that hang at one end of the auditorium iu the AAthom Is played, with 
the lights dbnmed. 

In Toronto the same thhig happens at both Varsity Arena and at 
Maple Leaf Gardens. In Varsity Arena, there Is only a lowering of the 
llghta, a spotlight Is played on a large flag and the Anthem is played 
In its entirlty. In the case of Maple Leaf Gardens, the Anthem is 
played by a special band which is hi attendance at the events in the 
Gardens. Tlie flags are placed on either side of a large portrait of 
the Queen and, an artificial breeze causes them to' flutter as the spot- 
light shines .on them. This makes for a very impressive sight. 

">Yct hero In Montreal, Canada's krgest city, at the Forom there 
is only a dirty old record, and NO fUg, We're quite sure that the 
Canadian Arena Company (which is probably one of the rlchcHt orga- 
nizations of its kind) would not go broke If they invested In a new 
record with 'the whole Anthem on if, and a flag. The flag could easily 
be suspended from several spot« in the arena without obscuring any- 
one's view and would definitely be better, appreciated by many patrons 
than some of the advertisements which are- plastered throughout the 
Interior.

Dr. Chaise also blamed the pre- 
sent day "easy money" craze on 
television programs.

In a reform school, he noted, 
Buch OS Boys Farm at 
Shawbridge, an attempt is made 
to make. tho bhild' feel he is nôt 
being criticized for past behavior. 
These institutions try to instill a 
Kun.so of loyalty to his school into 
tho delinquent,- and he is discour- 
aged frqjn boasting about his po- 
lice record toi newcomers.
